According to the plan, Michigan and Wa- 
bash avenues, and State and Clark streets 
are to be the first to be tunneled of the north 
and south thoroughfares, while Washington, 
Adams, and Van Buren streets and possibly 
Lake and Harrison streets, will mark the 
route of the cross-subways.

Dancing Masters Declaim Against the 
Measure and Would Remedy It by 
a More Complicated One. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 10.— [Special. 
“ Notwithstanding the widespread popular 
ity of the two-step and the ten years it has 
been before the public,” said R. C. Campbell 
of Albany, N. Y., before the convention of 
dancing masters this morning, it has never 
been properly learned by the vast majority of 
dancers, and as the dance lends itself readily 
to all the ill-graces of the poor dancer, we 
have the obvious result of hundreds of giddy 
dancers making a romp of what should bea 
beautiful and inspiring dance, and assuming 
on the ballroom floor the most impossible 
of postures, the spectacle being anything but 
edifying: 
Whether or not the new dance, called the 
five-step, will gain favor in the West, is re- 
garded as problematical. The dance has 
deen taught for years in Boston, where it is 
in high favor, but efforts to establish it in 
Chicago have failed repeatedly. The dance 
is pretty, quiet, and approaches the grace 
and style of a minuet. In the effort to intro- 
duce it in the West it has been given several 
names, but this method of sugaring the con- 
ventionality of the dance was of little avail.”’ 
“A readily understood description,”’ said 
FE. B. Gaynor, “ would be as follows: Glide 
left foot toward the left, and draw right to 
left; then glide left back one full step, and 
glide right outward and back on a line with 
left, and chassé toward the right. Then re- 
peat.

“BREAKING AND RIDING.” 
New Horse Book by James Fillis Re- 
viewed by Mr. Hough. 
Gentle reader, do you ride? Do you know 
how to mobilize the lower jaw of your 
mouth? Do you know all about correct lat- 
eral flexion when mounted? Are you posted 
upon the lateral effects in rotation of crop 
and shoulders? Can you balance your mount? 
Can you cause your mount to do the Spanish 
walk? Can you canter backward? Do you 
know how to pfaffer“ ? If perchance you 
be not quite au fait in all of this you need not 
despair, for all this and more is taught in a 
work recently imported by Messrs. Scribner, 
„Breaking and Riding,“ by James Fillis, 
ecuyer en chef at the St. Petersburg cavalry 
riding school. Mr. Fillis has ridden before 
crowned heads, and in the words of the 
„ Announcer at the Wild West show, he 
is, without doubt or question,” a rider who 
knows the fundamental principles of the art 
which he teaches. Behind the somewhat 
appalling table of contents there is given 
a vast amount of Information, some of which, 
to be sure, is caviare to the general, but part 
‘of which is useful and easily comprehensible 
by all. 
For our friends west ot the Missouri much 
of this might be mystifying. In the far 
West of earlier times we wist naught of 
“balancing a mount,“ which latter we did 
not so designate. We did not sit our mount 
out there, but we frequently “rid our 
cayuse,”” and if the latter did not balance it 
usually served to touch him up behind with 
the spur, pull him up in front Dy the bit, 
and quirt him plenty along the middle. All

Fillis attacks his theme as he would an un- 
ruly horse, and leaves nothing undone to 
finish it roundly.

‘course it cannot teach one to ride unless, so 
to speak, he can already ride, it is worthy of 
note as a thorough and painstaking treatise 
on an interesting topic. If it shall eventually
